PROCEDURAL MOTION INTRODUCED BY FRIENDLY CO-SPONSOR TO 
PREVENT VOTE ON HOSTILE RESOLUTION, BUT ABSTAINED ON 
OTHER THREE RECORDED VOTES INCLUDING SUBSTANTIVE VOTES 
ON BOTH FRIENDLY AND HOSTILE RESOLUTIONS. FRIENDLY 
RESOLUTION PASSED 61-42-32; HOSTILE RESOLUTION FAILED OF 
FIRST COMMITTEE APPROVAL 48-48-38. PLENARY VOTE ON 
FRIENDLY RESOLUTION EXPECTED DECEMBER 17. 

2. NEPALESE UN FIRST SECRETARY SHRESTHA EXPLAINED NO 
VOTE ON PROCEDURAL RESOLUTION AS DESIRE OF DELEGATION TO 
RETAIN FREEDOM OF ACTION. 

3. WE NOW EXPECT CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE TO SUBMIT REPORT 
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DECEMBER 16. WE ARE STILL IN PROCESS OF DEVELOPING GUIDANCE 
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ON QUESTION OF KHMER CREDENTIALS AND WILL GET BACK TO YOU
